My primary resolution for 1988 is TO GET ORGANIZED. I 
know I've had this resolution before, but now I have the 
resolution to keep the resolution. In fact, I've come to the 
conclusion that I would save lots of time by doing some basic 
organization. 


The reason for all this personal brow-beating is that I 
need to apologize to many of you for failing to answer your 
letters promptly. We really do appreciate your letters and get 
a special glow when you praise us, as many of you so generously 
have done. And we try to learn from your constructive criticism. 


One of the first things we learned was that our first mar- 
riage book publications were costing us too much to print (mak- 
ing them very expensively priced). So we have now combined all 
the marriage of Ashley county from 1849 through 1910 into one 
volume. It is 242 pages, soft cover, library bound. This pub- 
lication, No. 8702, is now back from the printer and ready to 
sell at $20.00 prepaid. There are 20,000 names with separate 
alphabetical groom and bride lists. This is 11 additional 
years plus Marriage Book 'A' (an overlap of 'AA' and 'B'), 
all of which was not in the first marriage publications. We 
think this is a tremendous bargain and a must-have publication 
for Ashley county kin collectors. 


Again we have Faith Nowlin to thank for the hours of 
microfilm reading for this publication. As always, remember 
that our source books are only guides to help you find where 
the original document is. We urge you to secure a copy of the 
original from Ashley County Courthouse, County Clerk, Hamburg, 

AR 71646. A check or money order for $2.00, SASE, and the names, 
dates, book and page number should be sufficient to get you a 
copy of the original.

CALVARY PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, 
JOHNSVILLE 


By Marilyn Hudgens 


Although just across the Saline River in Bradley county, a number of 
Ashley county people were members of this little Presbyterian Church. 


We have obtained a copy of the first minutes of the church and the 
membership list, which spans the years 1857 to 1915. As was the practice 
in this denomination, there are references to censure of individual members 
for a variety of actions, among them drunkenness and failure to take com- 
munion, Elders were elected by the congregation and made up the ruling 
body, the Session. These are the minutes of the Session, and we here quote 
a few selected entries. 


‘SESSION MINUTES, PAGE 3 (first entry): 


"God in his holy providence having cast our lots together here in the 
wilderness - a few members of the Presbyterian Church (Old School) from dif- 
ferent sections of the country prompted by a desire to build up that branch 
of the church, and to have the ordinances administered according to that 
order, resolved at once to erect a Presbyterian Church and to invite the 
Rev. A. L. CRAWFORD of Harmony Presbytery SC to visit us with a view of set- 
tlement among us. He having accepted the invitation preached for us on the 
22nd and 23rd of August 1857. On the Saturday and Sabbath following Rev. 

A. R. BANKS of Ouachita Presbytery in whose bounds we are located, visited 

us by request and proceeded to organize a Presbyterian Church. The fol- 

lowing persons either handed in their certificates, or gave satisfactory 
evidence of their having been members of the Presbyterian Church elsewhere, 
Viz. John S. CHAMBERS. and Mrs. Mary A. CHAMBERS, James H. CRAWFORD and 

Rebecca I. F. CRAWFORD, Dr. John T. CABEEN, Col. John R. HAMPTON and Nancy 
HAMPTON and the following coloured members: servants of J. S. CHAMBERS, viz. 
Matilda and Cynthia. After which J. S. CHAMBERS and James H. CRAWFORD, for- 
merly Elders in Fishing Creek church Bethel Presbytery SC were requested by 

a vote of the members present to serve as ruling Elders in this church. Where- 
upon J. S. CHAMBERS being present and having signified his willingness to act 
in that capacity, was duly installed into office. At the same time Dr. John 

T. CABEEN was elected a ruling Elder, but not being prepared to give an answer 
his ordination was deferred. During the Fall, Rev. A. L. CRAWFORD signified 

to us his acceptance of the invitation to labor among us as a minister of the 
Gospel. And accordingly in January 1858 he commenced the labors of the ministry 
amongst us." 


Subsequently, Dr. Cabeen and James H. Crawford were ordained and installed 
as Elders, with Mr. Crawford its first Clerk of Session, therefore becoming the 
author of the minutes. It was not until 30 March 1861 that additional Elders 
were elected. They were J. R. HAMPTON, Dr. W. W. NEWTON and J. W. WILFONG. 


SESSION MINUTES, pagel09 — SATURDAY EVENING 1ST MAY 1875: 


"Session was constituted with prayer by Rev. J. M. BROWN, Moderator, Elders 
present A. S. KING, Col. J. R. HAMPTON, J. W. WILFONG and J. R. S. MEEK, and 
D. E. WILFONG and T. P. ALLISON, Elders elect, and Jno. A. CRAWFORD and Geo. M, 
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HAMPTON, Deacons elect being present were regularly ordained and installed as 
Elders and Deacons of this church after which the following was brought before 
the Session and unanimously adopted and on motion of Col. HAMPTON was signed 
by each member of Session and ordered to be put in our minutes. To wit: Whereas 
it has come to the knowledge of this Session that several of the younger members 
of this congregation have been dancing and that some of the older ones have had 
such parties at their houses, Now as this is a worldly and carnal enjoyment con- 
trary to the spirit of prayer and progressive christian life acknowledged by 
even the impenitent to be unchristian in its tendencies, therefore be it resolved 
by this Session that such conduct is entirely disapproved and our people are 
affectionately exhorted to turn away from such sin and are kindly warned that 
the choice must be made between this practice and the church. 
Signed: J. R. HAMPTON, A. S. KING, J. WILFONG, D. E. WILFONG, T. P. ALLISON, 

J. R. S. MEEK. , 
J. E. A. MEEK delegate elect to attend meeting of Presbytery at Mount Holly being 
called on for his excuse for nonattendance gave as his reasons bad health which 
was accepted. No further business Session closed with prayer. J. R. S. MEEK, 
Clerk." 


SESSION MINUTES, PAGE 118 —- SUNDAY MORNING 5TH NOV 1876: 


"Session met and was opened with prayer by Rev. J. M. BROWN, Moderator. 
Present: J. R. HAMPTON, J. W. WILFONG, D. E. WILFONG, T. P. ALLISON and J. R. S. 
MEEK, Elders. ‘T. P. ALLISON and his wife, Martha A. ALLISON, expecting to move 
to Washington County in this State, applied for letters of dismission from this 
church which were granted. The following was presented and unanimously adopted: 
Whereas the death of A. S. KING on 27th Sept. 1876 deprives this Session of a 
member held in very high esteem because of the excellent spirit found in him, 
though living far from the church he was ever prompt in his attendance and 
efficient in the performance of his official duties until disabled by affliction. 
His words were so well chosen and so discreetly expressed that it was a rare 
thing for the Session to differ from his judgment. His religion was vital and 
practical, modeled after the sweet type of the Master, endowed with large hope 
he was ever pressing forward and encouraging others to spend and be spent for 
Christ. We would cherish his memory, follow his virtuous example and thank God 
for such an exhibition of his grace. But Bro. KING is gong, his seat is vacant 
in our Session House, his trembling voice of prayer is no more heard among us, 
The Master has called him home, his work is done; Resolved that while we bow in 
humble submission to the will of our heavenly father in this afflictive dis- 
pensation, we tender our sympathy and mingle our tears with those of the be- 
reaved wife and daughter in their great sorrow; Resolved that a page in our Ses- 
sion Book be left with his name inscribed thereon as memorial of our esteem and 
affection for him; Resolved that a copy of these resolutions be furnished his 
bereaved family. Don in Session this 5th day of November 1876. J.R.S.MEEK, Clerk." 


Exerpt from SESSION MINUTES, PAGE 131 ~ SUNDAY MORNING 15TH FEBRUARY 1880; 


"The following resolutions were presented and unanimously approved: Resolved 
‘that since the Father has deemed it wise to remove from the midst of us Col. Jno 
R. HAMPTON, that we as a church recognize the hand of the master in the dispen- 
sation of his providence; Resolved 2nd that in his death his family have been 
bereaved of a most affectionate and loving father, the community has lost one of 
it honored and highly esteemed public men, the church feels the loss of one of 
its most faithful and conscientious Elders; Resolved 3rd that his life was con- 
sistent with his profession and that he was always ready to place a mantle of 
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charity over the faults of his fellowmen, yet as an Elder he never failed to 
pass censure upon the evil doer; Resolved 4th that a page in our Session book 
be left with his name inscribed thereon as a memorial of our esteem and affec- 
tion for him.

On motion Session 
confirmed by their formal action the informal engagement made some weeks since 
by the church with the Rev. J. WASHBURN to act as stated supply to Calvary Church, 
preaching two Sabbaths each month until September next at the salary of $300 a 
year from 15 of January last. No further business Session closed with prayer.

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FREDERICK AMOS SWITZER 





Frederick Amos SWITZER, the Oldest child of Frederick SWITZER 
{a veteran of the War of 1812 and the Battle of New Orleans) and 
Rose Ann BRADENBURG was born in the Orangeburg District of South 
Carolina on December 29,1828. The family moved in 1835 to Spart- 
anbur jCounty to a town now known as Switzer, where he recieved 
his education. 

In 1853 he married Julia F. DRUMMOND, the daughter of Warren 
DRUMMOND, a Baptist Minister, and his first wife Margret SNODDY. 
Soon after their marriage they moved to Mississippi and in Dec- 
ember of 1859 they arrived in Arkansas. They purchased 1200 
acres of land and built their home near Petersbury which today 
is three miles southwest of Crossett. 

A grandson, W.P. SWITZER, writes, "There were only a half 
dozen families in this area and no local source of supplies. 

A jroup of these farmers would yo to New Orleans by steamboat 
to purchase supplies for the year." 

He started out as a trader in horses, mules and slaves. He 
handled some fine race horses. Besides farminy, he had a_ steam 
mill at the well known resort, Sulpher Springs, which in the 
1830's was the headquarters of the »andit, Merrion. 

On May 10,1862 Frederick enlistedin Captain Braga's Company, 
Arkansas Infantry, at Hambury,Arkansas as a Second Lt.,Co.G., 
First Reyiment. 

He was a charter member of the Unity Baptist Church. 

He and his wife were the parents of nine children. She died in 
August 1904 and he on 11 January 1908. They are buried 
in the Macedonia Cemetery on the Petersbur’: Trail. 

There are many Switzers living in Ashley County today and 
have been active in business and civic affairs. Three are lawyers. 

Perhaps the best known is a great-grandson Barry SWITZHR who 
finished hijh school in Crossett, played football at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas at Fayettville, and is now head football coach 
at the University of Oklahoma. He is considered to be one of 
the most successful coaches of all time.

Midway through the War Between the States, the situation in Arkansas was 
bleak. The State Capitol had fallen to the Federal forces, that portion of the 
State north of the Arkansas River was a virtual "no man's land" of guerrilla 
warfare, and the southern part of the State had been stripped of men and 
materiél to support the war effort east of the Mississippi River. The 
Confederate government had essentially written off the vast area of the Trans- 
Mississippi Department (Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas and the Indian Territory) as 
indefensible. As a result, each county and major city in the Department was 
directed to form Home Guard companies, to be composed of citizens not subject 
to the Conscript Act, to defend themselves from invasion and Federal raiding 
parties. Generally, the Home Guards were men over the age of forty and wounded 
and disabled soldiers on leave from their regiments east of the Mississippi. 

Captain Benjamin Tiner, a prominent Ashley County planter, organized the 
Ashley County Home Guard at Hamburg in late 1863. Due to the age of most of 
the members of the Guard, it was commonly referred to as the “Grey Beard 
Company." Records from this period are extremely scarce, and the only official 
document relating to this company is a muster roll dated 4 November 1863, the 
date when the company was enlisted in the State service. The notation on the 
muster roll follows, with the original spelling intact: 


"I hereby certify that the members of Capt. B. Tiners company did on the day 
of there Inlistment appear before Col. Hathhorne and subscribe to the following 
oath (viz) You do solumly sware that you will bear true allegian to the State 
of Arkansas and that you will honistly and faithfully defend her from Invasion 
and from all her Enimies or apposers whatever, as far as in your power and that 
you will obey all orders from the Governor of the State of Arkansas as well as 
from the President of the Confederate States of America and that you will obey 
all the officers placed over you by them for the space of twelve months from 
the day of your inlistment or of being received into the service of the State 
so help you God." 


A corrected roster of the Home Guard is given below, with an asterisk 
denoting those members who appear in the 1860 Ashley County Census. Several of 
the members were exempted from duty for various reasons: Leonard Griffith and 
William Duckworth were Justices of the Peace; J. M. Honeycutt and Henry Sims 
were "Ministers of the Gospel"; James Files and R. M. Dickinson were 
physicians; John McGowan was detailed as a shoemaker; J. A. Gilmore, E. B. 
Kittrell and Wade Allen were “enlisted to do duty in Ashley County"; John 
Goodwin, Sam Moore and Henry Berry were exempted without an indication as to 
why; and A. M. Guice "has a substitute, Litton Cobb, 15 years old".

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WRIGHT'S CAVALRY REGIMENT, C.S.A. 


Another Confederate regiment which contained companies formed in Ashley County 
was Wright's Cavalry Regiment, officially designated by the State Military 
Board as the Twelfth Regiment Arkansas Cavalry but, like most regiments in the 
Trans-Mississippi Department, generally referred to by the name of its 
colonel. This regiment was organized at Monticello on 17 December 1863 with 
eight companies and designated as Wright's Battalion, or Second Battalion 
Arkansas State Troops. With the addition of two more companies, the battalion 
was reorganized as a regiment on 15 February 1864. The companies which 
composed the regiment were: 


Company A, Capt. John T. Kirk, organized 10 Dec 1863 at Camden. 

Company B, Capt. William Pinckney Burks, organized 15 Oct 1863 at Monticello. 
Company C, Capt. John W. Messenger, organized 3 Nov 1863 in Drew County. 
Company D, Capt. Galveston M. Reed, organized 1 Dec 1863 at Monticello. 
Company E, Capt. Samuel L. Taylor, organized 7 Dec 1863 at Camden. 

Company F, Capt. Belfield W. Mathis, organized 10 Nov 1863 at Lake City. 
Company G, Capt. Charles A. Harris, organized 14 Dec 1863 in Ashley County. 
Company H, Capt. Joshua W. Smith, organized 19 Dec 1863 in Ashley County. 
Company I, Capt. Lewis F. Jones, organized 21 Dec 1863 in Bradley County. 
Company K, Capt. Moses Embree, organized 14 Jan 1864 in Arkansas County. 


The regiment spent most of early 1864 operating in the southern part of the 
State, providing mounted pickets and patrols to the Trans-Mississippi Army. 
They made occasional forays up to the Arkansas River, and played a part in the 
defeat of Federal General Steele's "Camden Expedition." Late in the year, the 
regiment was assigned to accompany General Sterling Price on his ill-fated 
invasion of Missouri. The regiment was heavily engaged at the Battle of Mound 
City, in Kansas, on 23 October 1864, and suffered its worst casualties of the 
war. The official records are silent as to this regiment following its return 
to Arkansas late in 1864, but unofficial sources indicate that the regiment 
spent the remainder of the war skirmishing and patrolling in southern Arkansas 
and northeastern Texas. 


The rosters of the two Ashley County companies are given below. There were 
also some Ashley Countians in the Drew and Chicot County companies. The author 
will be pleased to provide further information on any of these men on request.

Mr. Jake WHITE, residing on the Bayou, below Poplar Bluff, died on Friday 
last, the lst inst. 


Mr. Richard J. BIRD, an old and highly esteemed citizen of Extra township, 
died on Saturday night last, the 2nd inst. 


Rev. M. A. GUNTER, the new Pastor called by the Baptist Church at this 
place, is expected to arrive in time to occupy the pulpit on Sunday next. 


Ed. STEWART was brought back from Monticello last week by Capt. CLARK, and 
as Judge WOOD proposes to organize a special jury and give him a trial 
next week, he will soon know his fate. 


Mr. Thomas DINGLER, one of the oldest and best citizens of Bayou township, 
died of pneumonia on Monday morning last. He was a leeding member of the 
Baptist Church, and its main support, in the community where he resided 
for the past 25 or 30 years. He will be sadly missed by a large circle of 
relatives and friends. 


Dr. O. H. TATUM, recently located at Berea, made us a pleasant call on Thur- 
sday last. We were glad to learn that he has secured a house, and will 
move his family over at once. The community will find him not only a good 
physican, but he and his accomplished wife will both prove valuable in 
helping forward the new High School enterprise just starting up in 

their midst. 


Hon. D. HE. BARKER was thrown from a buggy and seriously hurt at the Warren 
Fair. He was driving a spirited team at a rapid and reckless rate, when 
the wheel struck a gate post and came very near costing him his life. He 
was not able to be carried home for several days after the accident, but 
when last heard from it was thought that he would goon "be himself again". 


Mr. Thomas B. STEWART and his younger brother, Paul STEWART, two young 
gentlemen from Monroe, La., were up last week to see about their brother, 
Ed. STEWART, the l5and 1/2 year old boy now confined on jail at this place 
charged with murdering and robbing Mr. C. OSBORN, the horse drover, an ac- 
count of which was published in the Eagle last week. Mrs. Hannah STEWART, 
the mother of these boys, is the daughter of the late Maj. Henry M. BRY, 
doubtless well known to many of our readers as one of the leading citizens 
of North Lousiana in years gone by. The two brothers who came up last 

week appear to be nice young gentlemen, and are deeply troubled over the 
condition in which their younger brother has placed himself. The family, 
we learn, are connected by ties of blood and marriage with some of the best 
citizens of Lousiana, and the news of this horrible crime and the name of 
its supposed perpetrator prove a great shock to a large circle of relations 
and friends who are loth to believe the boy capable of such a deed.

Z. T. WOOD, Esq., of Monticello, is among the visiting attorneys to our 
Circuit Court now in session. 
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Judge ELLIS, of Bastrop, is present at our Circuit Court this week, as at- 
torney for the defense of Ed. STEWART, whose case is now before the 
Grand Jury. 


Rev. L. M. KEITH and family, who left us last winter to make their home 
temporarily in Warrenburg, Missouri, returned Saturday evening, and were 
gladly welcomed back by their many friends in this place. 


Asa MORGAN, claimed by Ed. STEWART as an accomplice in the murder of Mr. 
OSBORN, was commited by the Examining Court last week, but a writ of habeas 
corpus before the County Court secured bail in the sum of $250, and will 
probably be released this week by the grand jury. 


On Saturday morning last a negro named LADD shot and killed another named 
CURTIS, at Portland. Our informant says that CURTIS had been prowling 
around LADD's house all of Friday night trying to kill the latter, and about 
day-light Saturday morning LADD got the drop on his would be assassin and 
brought him down.
